When coincidence is obtained, the processing part 1 
judges whether or not an inputted password coincides with a 
password 2B corresponding to the file name 2A on the file 2, 
and permits the execution of the approval processing when the 
coincidence is obtained. When the approval processing is executed, 
the approval code or a regular approval mark is entered in a 
prescribed approval stamp describing area in a document display 
area on the screen of a display part 7. Therefore, no approval 
processing is permitted even when a user not having the right of 
approval action recognizes the user name 2A having the right of the 
approval action unless the user recognizes the password 2B 
accurately following the name.
